Lost Store and Home 
Both the Radke and Poliquin fami- 
lies lived over their stores, and in 
addition to losing their business stock 
have lost practically all their furniture 


and other effects, During the height 
of the fire a store of ammunition in 
the general store took fire, and ¢ 


ploded, sending onlookers scurrying t 
safely. The sight of a hose lrading t 


t gasoline tank holding 100 xzallons of 
gasoline on fire also caused a stain 
pede, but while the hose was burned 
through and the building in whieh the 
pump and tank was contained wa 
demolished the gasoline did not ex- 
plode 

During the {ire D. D. Hardisty, Fd- 
monton insurance man, rescucd ar 
aged woman from the building The 
woman did not know the fire was rag- 
ing until Hardisty took her from the 
building, 

The fire was not noticed until ft 
had made such headway that efforts 
to extinguish it were futlie.

LOANS F ‘OR HOMES " BADE RS ° ? 


A correspondent inquires whether 
loans under the Farm Loan Act will be 
available to homesteaders who have not 
as yet obtained patents* for their home- 
steads. 

The Act defines a farmer as “Any 
person whose business is that of farming 
and who owns and occupies a farm, or 
who proposes to acquire a farm for 
immediate occupation and cultivation by 


him” 


farm Land” or “farm” is defined as 

Land under occupation and cultivation 
by a farmer or land purchased by a farme! 
for immediate occupation and cultivation 
by him” 

The status of the homesteader who has 
not yet obtained patent is thus not clear. 
He does not “own’’ the farm he occupies, 
but he is a prospective owner, And the 
land is certainly “under occupation and 
cultivation by a farmer” 

There would appear to be at least 
sufficient ground for an appeal for a rul- 


ing by the Farm Loans Board, and no |; 


doubt such appeal will be made. It is the 
pioneer homesteader, struggling to “prove 
up” his claim, who most needs a loan, If 
the idea of the scheme is to bring wild 
land under cultivation it is difficult to see 
why or how he should or could be ruled 
out. 


OUR TRADE ABROAD 
Canada’s foreign trade continues to 


oom. In 1928 it reached a total of more 
han two and a half billions of dollars. 


he increase for the year was $270,000,- | 
100, about nine per cent. On the whole | 


turn-over, our exports exceeded our im- 
ports by $151,000,000, 


As usual, our best customers were | * 


found inside the Empire. Among them 


the other British countries took more | 


than a half billion dollars’ worth of ou 
products, Great Britain alone taking 
about one-third of all that we exported 
In return, we bought less than half the 
amount from Britain. Australia sold to 
us about cne-quarter the goods, in value, 
that we sold there. New Zealand took 
fifty per cent more Canadian products 
than Canada took of New Zealand 
products, Quite evidently it pays Canada 
to trade within the Empire 

Only in dealing with foreign countries 
did we import more than we exported 
France bought about one-twelfth the 
amount of Canadian products that Cana- 


United States was our second largest 
buyer, but in return we bought there up- 


yards of twice the amount of goods we | 


sold in the republic. The Congress at 
Washington might bear that fact in mind 
when it is being asked to shut our cattle, 
wheat and other farm products out of the 
country, and to thereby invite Canada to 
lo its buying somewhere else. 


THE BUYER'S POINT OF VIEW 


Hon, C. M. Hamilton, Saskatchewan's 

minister of agriculture, told the investi 
gating commission at Regina that British 
millers have lost faith in the meaning of 
Canadian grain certificates, 

Iexperience, he says, has taught these 
oversea buyers that when they buy a 
shipload of wheat of a certain grade from 
Canada they cannot expect to get the high 
quality grain they used to get. In conse 
quence they have ceased to pay a premium 
for Canadian wheat, and even express a 
preference for wheat from the Argentine 

That is the other side of the grading 
question. It is well that it should be 
brought to attention. It is a reminder 
that the seller cannot make the grade to 
suit himself. The buyer must also be 
considered, And their interests may not 
be identical. 

Naturally the man who has wheat to 
‘ell wants that wheat put into the highest 
rrade for which it can possibly be consid- 
ered qualified, But the one who is doing 
the buying knows whether No, 1 Northern 
means the same thing that it did a few 
years ago. If it means less he will pay 
less, and will probably suspect the Cana- 
dian seller of trying to cheat him, 

It is easy, of course, to jump to the 
conclusion that Canadian sellers have de 
veloped the gentle art of “skinning the 
grade” to a nicety of precision that is re- 
acting to the detriment of the grain-pro- 
ducing industry, But there is another 
point to be kept in mind
